th e flight. 
He was experted to fol­ 
low the course which Aleock 
and 
Brown followed in 1919 when they 
flew across in a little more than 16 
hours. 
One year ago MacDonald started 
flying. 
After only a few hours as a 
solo pilot he went on a hazardous 
trip to the Near Bast. 
He traveled 
alone, and in this respect he was not 
u nlike Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
But MacDonald risked his life in 
a plane which, seemingly, was far 
less stable for a trans-A tlantic flight 
th a n the sturdy Spirit of St. Louis. 
When he went to Newfoundland 
In September he took over a DeHavi­ 
land Gypsy Moth plane. 
It Is one of the tiniest of the planes 
now 
in use in the British Kmpire. 
Its wing spread is only 26 feet. 
It 
has only 85 horse power, whereas 
L in d b e rg h ’s machine could develop 
225 horse power. 
MacDonald said, however. 4fiat the 
Moth could develop loo 
miles 
an 
h o u r against the winds he expected 
to meet in th*- Atlantic and under 
normal conditions could far exceed 
th a t speed. 
MacDonald apparently disregarded 
every safety contrivance. 
He sailed 
aw a y from Newfoundland yesterday 
in face.of reports that a storm soon 
would break — and 
within 
seven 
hours of his leaving heavy rain was 
falling on the Newfoundland coast.

giving MacDonald only two hours 
margin over the time he had set for 
the flight.

Brown followed in 1919 when they 
flew across in a little more than 16 
hours. 
One year ago MacDonald started 
flying. 
After only a few hours as a 
solo pilot he went on a hazardous 
trip to the Near East.

unlike Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
But MacDonald risked his life in 
a plane which, seemingly, was far 
less stable for a trans-Atlantic flight 
than the sturdy Spirit of St. Louis. 
When he went to Newfoundland 
in September he took over a DeHavi­ 
land Gypsy Moth plane. 
It is one of the tiniest of the planes 
now in use in the British Empire. 
Its wing spread is only 26 feet. 
It 
has only 85 horse power, whereas 
Lindbergh’s machine could develop 
225 horse power. 
MacDonald said, however, that the 
Moth could develop IOO 
miles 
an 
hour against the winds he expected 
to meet in the Atlantic and under 
normal conditions could far exceed 
that speed. 
MacDonald apparently disregarded 
every safety contrivance.

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THE TARIFF TAMMEN OF A CA MHD ATK 


It begins to look as if Governor Smith wants to establish a 
commission form of government at Washington. So far, three of 
his campaign “prescriptions” rail for commissions, says the Min­ 
neapolis Journal. 
First, there is Farm Relief. 
The Governor says he doesn’t 
know just what ought to be done. 
Ile is clear on the main prin­ 
ciple, but “the mechanics remain to be devised.” 
For this task 
he proposes a commission of experts. 
Second, there is the Seaway. The Governor has always been 
a strong opponent of the St. Lawrence route, and in favor of the 
rsiew York route. 
But, having been nominated for President, he 
is willing to “restudy the question.” For that purpose, he would 
have a commission of engineers. 
And now there is the Tariff. Governor Smith wants to take 
it out of politics, that is to say, out of Congress. So at Louisville 
he proposed another commission. 
This third in the lengthening 
list of commissions to get the answers to questions which Gover­ 
nor Smith can’t answer, has all the vagueness of his other pro­ 
posals, although he read nine carefully prepared points into his 
speech at Louisville. 
Here is Governor Smith’s outline in Point 
Six of his new tariff commission; 


I favor a tariff commission made up sa hereinafter referred to with 
ample farllltlen and resource*. with broadened powers, and with provi­ 


sion for the prompt and periodical publication of it* reports which ahull 
he in such form u h to present serviceable ami practical Information. 
In 
the belief that provision for a bi-parllsan tariff commiHHion promotes 
rather than eliminates politics, I would ask ^ongren* to give authority 
to appoint a commission of five members from among Hie boHt <{iiulifl< d iii 
the Country to deal witli th*' problem, irrespective of party affiliations, 
with a salary sufficiently largo lo Induce thorn to devote themselves ex­ 
clusively to this Important work. 
I would cost alder it my duty to sec 
that this commission 
w h s left absolutely free to perform the Important 
duties imposed upon it by law without the slightest suggestion or inter­ 
ference from any outside agency, official or otherwise. 
I would believe it 
to he my duty to lnitld up the? commission in public confidence and sup­ 
port. 
What are to be the powers of this new commission? 
The 
Governor does not say. 
Is it to investigate and report recommendations to Congress? 
The Governor does not say. 
But if Congress is to continue to 
legislate on the tariff, how will the new scheme take the tariff out 
of politics? Again he does not say. 
Or is the new commission to do the tariff legislating under 
powers delegated to it by Congress? The Governor does not say. 
But if that is his plan, how is he going to get around the provision 
of the Constitution that all tariff legislation must originate in the 
House, and the Supreme Court decisions that this power cannot be 
delegated? 
No doubt, Governor Smith thinks that, having laid down the 
general principle, he can let someone else “devise the mechanics.” 
The ignorance of governmental processes he reveals in Point 
Six is also evident in others of I he nine. 
For example, he under­ 
takes to pledge the Democratic Party to a certain course of action 
on the tariff that will hurt no one. But what good is thut pledge? 
The Ways and Means Committee draws the tariff bills, and its 
majority, if Democratic, would write a taritf-for-revenue-only bill. 
That would be in accord not only with the historical and tradi­ 
tional position of flit' party, but with the individual views of the 
present Democratic members of the committee. 
If Governor Smith were President, he could not dictate to ii 
party majority, neither in the committee nor on the floor. 
His 
pledge is worthless.

A l t h o u g h we have had only a few cold days so f a r this fall, 
we are already beginning to read in the papers of deaths from 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Uusually it is some man tinkering 
with his car and leaving the garage doors closed because of the 
chill winds. 
The family misses him, makes a search, and finds 
him dead. 
Carbon monoxide from the automobile exhaust is a deadly, 
quick acting poison. Under no circumstances should a person re­ 
main in a small garage with his engine running and the doors 
closed. 
But opening the doors is not always enough. 
When there is 
rte breeze, death may occur in an often garage when the engine is 
left running. 
If it is necessary to run the engine, it is safest to 
go outside, or go to a larger, well ventilated garage. 
Deaths have also been reported where persons were driving in 
closed cars, or sitting in parked cars with the engine running, if 
the wind happened to be in such a direction that it drove the ex­ 
haust fumes up through the floor boards. It is safest to keep at 
least one window partly open, even in the coldest weather.

THK TARIFF TANGLES OF A CANDIDATE 


It begins to look as if Governor Smith wants to establish a 
commission form of government at Washington. 
So far, three of 
his campaign “prescriptions” call for commissions, says the Min­ 
neapolis Journal. 
First, there is Farm Relief. 
The Governor says he doesn’t 
know just what ought to be done. 
He is clear on the main prin­ 
ciple, but “the mechanics remain to be devised.” 
For this task 
he proposes a commission of experts. 
Second, there is the Seaway. ’The Governor has always been 
a strong opponent of the St. Lawrence route, and in favor of the 
New York route. 
But, having been nominated for President, he 
is willing to “restudy the question.” 
For that purpose, he would 
have a commission of engineers. 
And now there is the Tariff. 
Governor Smith wants to take 
it out of politics, that is to say, out of Congress. 
So at Louisville 
he proposed another commission. 
This third in the lengthening 
list of commissions to get the answers to questions which Gover­ 
nor Smith can’t answer, has all the vagueness of his other pro­ 
posals, although he read nine carefully prepared points into his 
speech at Louisville. 
Here is Governor Smith’s outline in Point 
Six of his new tariff commission : 


I favor a tariff commission made up as hereinafter referred to with 
ample facilities and resources, with broadened powers, and with provi­ 


sion for the prompt and periodical publication of its reports which shall 
be in such form as to present serviceable aft d practical information, 
iii 
the belief that provision for a bi-partisan tariff commission promotes 
rather than eliminates politics, I would ask Congress to give authority 
to appoint a commission of live members from among the best. qualified in 
the Country to deal with the problem, irrespective of party affiliations, 
with a salary sufficiently large to induce them to devote themselves ex­ 
clusively to this important work. 
I would consider it my duty to see 
that this commission was left absolutely free to perform the important 
duties imposed upon it by law without the slightest suggestion or inter­ 
ference from any outside agency, official or otherwise. 
I would believe it 
to be my duty to build up the commission in public confidence and sup­ 
port. 


What are to be the powers of this new commission? 
The 
Governor does not say. 
Is it to investigate and report recommendations to Congress? 
The Governor does not say. 
But if Congress is to continue to 
legislate on the tariff, how will the new scheme take the tariff out 
of politics? Again he does not say. 
Or is the new commission to do the tariff legislating under 
powers delegated to it by Congress? 
The Governor does not say. 
But if that is his plan, how is he going to get around the provision 
of the Constitution that ail tariff legislation must originate in the 
House, and the Supreme Court decisions that this power cannot he 
delegated? 
No doubt, Governor Smith thinks that, having laid down the 
general principle, he can let someone else “devise the mechanics.” 
The ignorance of governmental processes he reveals in Point 
Six is also evident in others of the nine. 
For example, he under­ 
takes to pledge the Democratic Party to a certain course of action 
on the tariff that will hurt no one. 
But what good is that pledge? 
The Ways and Means Committee draws the tariff bills, and its 
majority, if Democratic, would write a tariff-for-revenuc-only hill. 
That would he in accord not only with the historical and tradi­ 
tional position of tile party, hut with the individual views of the 
present Democratic members of the committee. 
If Governor Smith were President, he could not dictate to ft 
party majority, neither in the committee nor on the floor. 
His 
pledge is worthless.

It is safest to keep at 
least one window partly open, even in the coldest weather.
